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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 20-64 and 77-80 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 3/6/06. Note: upon further consideration, the examiner will examine 
claims 1-15, but maintains the restriction of claims 20-64 and 77-80. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Double Patenting 

2. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

3. Claims 2-3 and 10-15 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming 
the same invention as that of claims 1-6 of copending Application No. 1 1/271 ,865. This 
is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact 



been patented. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Keegan (20030151285). Keegan discloses the use of a seat (1) including a seat bottom 
portion; and a tray (18) including a central portion (140) and a raised rim (142) 
surrounding the central portion, wherein the tray is removably supported at a front of the 
chair above the bottom portion to be accessible by the occupant, and wherein the front 
portion of the rim has an undulate height profile (the height of the rim changes is 
sufficiently undulate). In regards to claims 2 and 13, the front portion of the rim 
comprises a medial portion flanked by two rest portions (B) that are lower than the 
medial portion (A). In regards to claims 3 and 14, the front portion of the rim comprises 
two shoulder portions (C) that are higher than the two rest portions, each of the rest 
portions being flanked by the medial portion and respective shoulder portion. In regards 
to claims 4 and 15, the rest portions have gently curved upper surfaces and rounded 
upper edges (this is best shown by element D). In regards to claim 9, the chair forms a 
child high chair. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keenan in view of Asbach (6,920,830). Keenan shows the use of all the teachings of 
the claimed invention but fails to show the use of a removable tray insert that covers a 
central portion of the tray. Asbach teaches the use of a removable tray insert (200) that 
covers a central portion of the tray. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of invention to modify the tray of Keenan with an insert as taught by 
Asbach, in order to protect the support during various activities and it is easily cleaned.
